IntelUgenee 
and aiUtary repraaentatlvea, whoa be baa tried to Intereet la 
hla acheaea for a Soropean p^laan force* It la believed that 
hla preoenee and buaineee In Sgypt vae in no way aponaored or 
SclUM by any (I. 8* agency; directly or Indirectly. Shortly 
after bla eaeapt froa a GeriBan intemaent eaap in 1947, Skorseny 
reportedly took op contact with the prench Intelllgenee Service,

Bdlitary experts and did not succeed in getting help fron 

the millfcary delegation. 

6. According to press and radio reports, Skorseny was 
again lo^gypt on 12 ^toe 1953* Be reportedly had an interview 
with ();t.Ttiteaal Abd a^tosr, now vice premier. BO further 
details are known. 
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
